HERE’S TRIMMERS 


It seems that Paul Trimboli has been around forever. 
This is his 11th year in the National League and 10th with 
the Victorian giants South Melbourne. Commencing his 
senior career with Sunshine George Cross at the tender age 
of 16, even then you could tell that this mighty midget was to 
be something special. He is undoubtedly the golden boy of 
the Lakers and at only 27 years of age Australian fans still 
have several years to enjoy the mercurial talents of one of 
Australian soccer's nice guys. 


Trimboli was very nearly lost to the Ericsson Cup in 
the off season when he trialed for English club Manchester 
City. “/ trialled with Manchester City in August but they 
didn't offer me a contract, so | came back." England's loss 
is Australia's gain as Trimboli continues to be rated among 
the most refined and skillful players in the country.

New Lakers coach, Angie Postecoglou had no hesitation in appointing ‘Trimmers’ as captain for this 
rebuiding season after the Frank Arok years. South Melbourne's indifferent form in the opening 7 rounds is 
disappointing to Trimboli. “it has been a disappointing start and the team hasn't quite gelled. A lot of hard 
work is required to improve our team play and position on the ladder.” said Trimboli. On the issue of 
captaincy, Trimboli agrees that his title of captain of one of Australian Soccer's giants is one of feeling the 
heat from demanding fans. “ Yes, there is a degree of pressure with the job and | wouldn't have it any 
other way. The fans are what make this club so great and as long as they are fair and Joyal, | think they 
are entitled to demand a certain level of performance.” 


It is with this attitude that Paul Trimboli has established himself as one of Australia's most popular 
players amongst the fans and his peers and at only 27 years of age, you would be fair to assume that his 
best games are in front of him. Starting from next week of course.

LEGENDS OF BOSSLEY PARK 


Mark Schwarzer 
By Fred Leggett of Inside Soccer 


Mark Schwarzer became an instant hero in 1993 when his saves in 
the penalty shoot out between Australia and Canada at the Sydney Footbal 
Stadium earned Australia the right to face Argentina for the final berth in 
the 1994 World Cup Finals. Whilst that match instantly catapulted the 
young goalkeeper into the world wide fame which would eventually lead to 
the European move, Marconi regulars were already well aware of the 
affable Schwarzer's potential. 


A product of the Marconi juniors, Mark made his National League 
debut as an 18 year old in December 1990, against Melita Eagles at 
Marconi Stadium. However it was not until the later part of the 1991/92 
season that he cemented his spot as regular first choice goalie under then 
coach, Bertie Mariani. The lanky Schwarzer was a particular favourite among the younger supporters in 
front of the scoreboard and served the club well, with some outstanding displays before being transferred to 
Dynamo Dresden in Germany in 1994. 


Everybody predicted that Mark, who has a German background, would have no trouble adjusting to 
his new surroundings, but this turned out to be not the case. 


“My first year in Dresden was Very difficult." recalled Mark, 


“It was very difficult to make friends, and Dresden has it's own dialect, which made it very difficult for me 
to understand people, even though | could already speak some German. 


“However as the season progressed, things got better and | eventually ended up making my debut in the 
Bundesliga against Eintracht Frankfurt.” 


Mark was to play so well in that and subsequent games for Dresden, that fellow German Club 
Kaiserslautern successfully came in with a transfer bid which saw Mark move on for a fee of around 
$400,000. 


Mark was to spend two frustrating seasons at Kaiserslautern as understudy, without getting the 
chance to make his first team debut. this frustration ended only last week when he signed for ambitious 
English First Division outfit, Bradford City in a reported deal of $500,000. Mark's signing for Bradford 
surprised many people, as he was on the verge of signing for Manchester City after a successful trial

CAPTAIN COURAGEOUS 


Jean Paul De Marigny

Jean Paul was born on the French speaking island of 
Mauritus on the 21st of January 1964 and was always going 
to be a sportsman. The first sport in which he excelled oddly 
enough was tennis. So good a tennis player was he that he 
become the National Junior Champion of Mauritius from age 
11 to 14. There was even talk of a tennis scholarship in 
England, but the family instead decided to move to Australia. 


J.P. left Mauritius at age 14 and arrived in his new 
country to pick up his tennis racquet again. A good friend at 
school called John Doyle, was a soccer player, and convinced 
J.P. to give soccer a go. J.P. did and as they say the rest is 
history, 15 years of it in fact. 


J.P. was taken by the hand by former Socceroo coach Eddie Thomson and guided in the right 
direction, so much so in fact that at 15 years of age Thomson sent J.P. to Aberdeen in Scotland to train 
under the current Manchester United manager Alex Ferguson. 


“| didn't even know where Scotland was at the time, I'd just arrived from Mauritius and thought to 
myself I'm going to train where?" said Jean Paul. “When | saw snow for the first time it nearly killed me.” 
The experience proved to be the best character builder possible for a young J.P.. He learnt to be tough, 
believe in himself and to respect the opposition. 


After returning from his Scottish experience J.P. joined Thomson at Sydney City where he remained 
for 4 years. “/ learnt more at Sydney City than at any other club and | rate Eddie Thomson the best coach 
I've had.” 


After Sydney City folded J.P. went on to join another former Socceroo coach Rale Rasic at Apia 
where he remained for 2 years before the big switch to Marconi in 1988. 


Now approaching his testimonial year, Jean Paul has seen many players come and go and believes 
he may have also gone if not for his daily stretching routine. “If | was not stretching daily and looking after 
myself | probably would have finished playing 2 or 3 years ago.” he said. 


Jean Paul is married to Donna and has 3 children, Mischa 7, Kayla 5 and a Melbourne Cup baby 
boy, Jake. 


He juggles his soccer playing with his own promotions business, J.P. Sports, as well as extra training 
in the gym, His greatest form of relaxation is golf and his handicap is “his slice”. It's hard on his family but 
Donna is his rock. “From the start my wife Donna has been fantastic, She knows that soccer is my job and 
she accepts it. It doesn't matter whether we train 3 nights a week or even 5 nights, she never complains, . 
she has been fantastic.” 


Jean Paul says he wants to play one more year before allowing a younger player to take over his 
boots. In this match day theme of legends, Jean Paul De Marigny certainly qualifies as one of the Stallions 
greatest.
